a constitutional amendment is 
being submitted to the legis- 
tslatures of the various states- 


It was in lStS» that the fifteenth 
amendment, providing that the right 
to vote should not be abridged be- 
cause of "race, color wr previous con- 
dition of servitude." was submitted. 
The year following it was approved- 
Indeed. It Is worthy of note that no 
amendment has ever been submitted 
by congress iu the regular way that 
has not been raiinVd by the states. If 
this is a criterion, the income tax 
amendment now proposed is already 
as good as adopted. 


The method laid down in the consti- 


tution for its own amendment pro- 
vides that two-thirds of each house of 
congress shall be required for tbe sub- 
mission of the proposed change, after 
which it must be ratified by the legis- 
latures of three-fourths of the states. 
The present amendment has already 
reoeived the two-thirds majority of the 
rwo houses of congress and has been 
certified by the president to the gov- 
ernors of the forty-sis; states. It will 
probably be acted oa by the legis- 
latures next winter. 


Another method for the amendment 


of the constitution has been provided. 
but it bfs never been invoked- "When 
the legislatures of two-thirds of Uie 
states shall demand a constitutional 
convention, congress is in duty bound 
to call it_ A few desultory attempts of 
this sort have been proposed or dis- 
cussed. but nothing ever came of them. 
One such proposal was iu connection 
with the election of senators by popu- 
lar vote. The house «f representatives 
las also proposed this amendment sev- 
;ral times and passed it by practical- 
ly a unanimous vote, but tbe senate 
has refused to concur. Is it possible 
that a majority of our honorable seaa- 
tors are afraid of the people r At any 
rate, they seem opposed to any change 
ia the method, o* choosing senators, in- 
volving. as it might, a change ia the 
character of tbe senators so chosen. It 
is evident that the o-ily way tae Amer- 


to adopt the measure. I- ""* af l!lis 
point that the administration tame for- 
ward with Its double proposal of a 
corporation tax and of a constitutional 
amendment to permit an income tax.
